The 
same -complalnt was- made just fifty 
years: ago ~ And | was embodied = in 
petitions and special’ t representations 
sfrom ‘the mercantile community of 
‘Hongkong to the House of Commons. 
A very powerfuliCommittee of that House 
sat to"consider these'petitions, and others. 
on the subject of the trade with China 
generally, and they recommended that 
Bills in Hongkong should be published 
for six months before being presented 
for their first reading In the Leg!slative 
Council. Six™*months is rather a long 
period and was, perhaps, more appro- 
priatot'in"r845. when a voyage of ‘six 
months from’London to China was not 
unusual, but in these days. of rapid 
travelling. and of 
munication by’ wire, it might, with 
advantage, be reduced to a month, Is 
there any reason why, in the vast majority 
of cases, Bills should not .be prepared, 
printed and circulated, for the information, 
of all concerned, for thirty-one’ days at 
least before the meeting of Council at 
which they are to be reada first time? Of 
course, there are cases in which the 
legislature must proceed more rapidly, as 
in the case of the Ordinance relating to 
the Issue of Bank notes which was passed 
the other day. There was a special 
object to be attained andat once, and itwas 
carried through without any one objecting 
or there being any reasonable grounds for 
obstruction“in any shape or form. A 
month wotitd. give all persons interested, 
ample time to study the Government's 
‘proposals, to discuss them with thelr 
associates, to ascertain facts and compare 
impressions. Members of Council would 
then have no fair grounds for urging 
postponements and adjournments. In a 
month every difficulty could have been 
foreseen and, possibly, provided for. The 
Government draughtsman would bé able, 
at the end of a month, to bring a fresh 
mind to the consideration of the subject. 
But’ we imagine -we hear the 
Honorable the Cotonial Secretary objec- 
ting that it fs useless to publish 
Bills ‘a month beforehand; that the 
draft {s practically buried in the pages 
of the Gaz//e, and that the daily papers 
very seldom take sufficient interest in the 
business of legislation to reproduce in their 
columns. the’ full text of a Bill; that 
Legislators and.the community generally 
are too fully occupied with their own affairs 
to give the requisite time and attention 
to the contents of the Government 
Gacetie, and that until notice of-the meeting 
of Council has actually Issued, no 
Honorable Member would find time 


to devote to the study of the ‘ subject. | 


There Js’ a great deal of truth 
in this, - but whether Honorable 
Members do or do not perform their 
duties or only perform them perfync- 
torily, there Is no reason why the Govern- 
ment should not do {ts duty and give the 
fullest publicity to its proposals and allow 
the most ample time possible for their 
consideration, There could then be no 


reasonable grounds (as there are now) for |. 


protests against hasty legislation. 

Bacon says ‘that ‘he who gb rr 
to alter or amend the law should 
make himself, in the first place, 
thoroughly acquainted with the law 
as it stands; then with the grounds on 
which it is alleged that alteration or 
amendment is required, and the precise 
defects of which complaint is made, and, 
‘lastly, with the precise nature of the 
results he desires to attain by his amend- 
ments.” We should be glad were every 
Bill laid before the Council prefaced 
by a short: statement of the law on 
the subject as it then stands; of the 


defects found in the law, and of the precise’ 


results the alterations proposed are 
expected to attain,’ Such things may be 
perfectly clear to the Attorney General 
who Introduces the Bill, but to so other 
member of Council, and the’ unoffictal 
members have neither, as a rule, a 
special knowledge of law nor the requisite 
spare time wherein to make themselves 
acquainted with such matters. With 
Attorneys General, whose time Is wholly 
devoted to the service of the Government, 
there ought to be no difficulty 
in helping the Unofficials in the 
manner suggested. If that were done 
the Government, at least, would not be 
to, blame if hasty and ill-considered ordin- 
ances were voted: on and allowed to pass by 
the public and its representatives without 
remonstrance, We urge upon the Govern- 
ment the propriety’ and edvantage of 
giving effect to the recommendations of 
the House of Commons although made 
In 1845, and, If six months is too long, to 
concede at least one month, for all 
ordinary legislation, and to publish with 
the draft Bill a short statement of the law, 
of the defects found in It, and of the results

ty diffienlt toattata, So well Ia this understced 
that we always find nearly everything elee 
ensayed, except this claet of classicat reflgione 
matic, The reason Is, of course, not far to seek : 
[thas not the sensuous, spectacular and diverting 
variety of many forms of masical composition 
and It appeatstothedeever spiritual and grander 
aides of our nature, While, it Is true, In Ite 
treatment it passes through all phaves of haman 
Ilfe, the Joys aud sorrows, the punishments and 
rewards, the hopes and despairs, the weaknesses 
and strength, it slways views them directly or 
implledly 1a their relation to Infinity, Immortality 
and the otmnipotently divine ; not in a depress- 
ing, morbld way, but in the great glory of the 
resurrection, new life and eternal salvation, of 
which we have beard so much.

The will in question war dated rst January, 1888, 
and was written, In Chinese, on the cover of « 
book; but, forthe purposes ofthe Appeal, a cestain. 
English translation was teken by both parties as 
fhe document the Court had to construe, 
That document (except that for factiitating 
reference. T have added numbers to the clausen) 
was av follows:—The party making this. will Ia 
Yul Chow, otherwise called Sal Nam, ay 
On account of old'age and being afrald that my 
serfous illness may be attended with unexpected 
consequences, I willingly band over the house 
Property and other propertles I have bought at 
Hongkone and money and all to my wile Kwok
